Involvement  comes  in  the  interplay  of  the  ideas  and  aims  of  these  groups.  No- 
where was  the  interaction  of  students,  faculty  and  staff  so  strongly  realized  this 
year  as  in  the  responses  to  the  Booz-Allen-Hamilton  report. 

The  report,  dealing  with  future  prospects  of  Waterloo  Lutheran  University, 
became  the  take-off  point  for  a  debate  on  the  whole  role  university.  Student  task 
forces  on  aims  and  objectives,  finance,  planning  and  curriculum,  facilities  and 
university  government  met  to  discuss  their  evaluation  of  the  university  in  relation 
to  the  student.  Faculty  and  staff  committees  worked  along  the  same  lines.  All 
the  efforts  were  co-ordinated  on  February  7  when  an  all  day  seminar  brought 
together  the  student  body,  the  faculty  and  members  of  their  respective  committees. 
In  the  morning  the  task  forces  met  separately  to  allow  student  delegates  and 
individuals  to  question,  emphasize,  oppose  and  learn  of  the  proposals  which  the 
task  forces  had  made.  During  the  afternoon  students,  faculty  and  staff  of  the 
respective  committees  presented  each  other  with  their  reports  for  evaluation  and 
discussion.  Waterloo  Lutheran  University  has  reached  a  turning  point:  We  have 
reasoned  together.

Student  power  implies  posi- 
tive involvement  in  university 
government  giving  responsibility 
to  the  student  in  such  areas  as 
undergraduate  teaching,  curricu- 
lum decisions,  the  planning  of 
new  rules  for  college  life.  The 
challenge  of  this  responsibility 
must  be  recognized  now  while  he 
is  still  a  student,  for  within  a  matter  of  months  he  will  be  hurled  from  the  college  coni- 
munity  into  a  larger  community — one  that  instantly  demands  the  individual  to  make 
decisions,  whether  they  be  in  the  business  world,  private  life,  or  in  the  realm  of  civic 
provincial  and  federal  government. 

"What  have  I  achieved — not  only  as  an  individual  in  academic  terms,  but  as  a 
voice  in  the  collective  medium  of  student  power — this  past  year  at  WLU?"  This  is  the 
fundamental  question  of  responsible  student  participation  in  the  university  coninmnity. 
Indeed,  student  power  as  a  viable  concept  presupposes  that  this  question  is  being  ans- 
wered by  all  of  us.  The  immediate  issue  is  whether  or  not  this  question  is  being  by 
you  at  WLU.  The  university's  future  environment,  it  must  be  remembered,  is  being 
shaped  by  our  present  actions — or  lack  of  action.  Tomorrow  is  too  late  to  give  sub- 
stance to  the  positive  medium  of  student  power.  Environments  are  active  processes  only 
as  we  contribute  now.

'68  staff  have  become  aware  of  future  possibilities.  More  thought 
and  boldness  must  become  part  of  the  yearbook!
